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LATONIA CARD IS RIDDLED 

CHANGED TRACK CONDITIONS ARE RESPON- 
SIBLE FOR NUMEROUS WITHDRAWALS. 



One Race Declared Off and Another Substituted — 
Round the World Beats Housemaid in Feature 
Contest, in Which Latter Has Bad Luck. 



Cincinnati. O., June 1!*. — Today’s card was riddled 
by withdrawals, for which bad track conditions in 
the early running were to blame. There was a 
severe* storm yesterday and the track was left in 
such a state that many owners withdrew their 
charges from the races in which they were carded. 
The original fifth race was so badly riddled that it 
was declared off and a new race substituted. The 
secretary, pressed f«*r time, arranged conditions that 
allowed a band of tilt* cheaper grade of racers to 
enter in tin* contest. Much to the general surprise, 
ihe track dried rapidly as the afternoon wore on and 
the indications are that the going will be fast for 
tomorrow's racing. Ideal weather tended to attract 
u big attendance and speculation was of fair volume. 
The changing track conditions made the task of pick- 
ing winners difficult, but the public did not fare so 
badly as three of their choices scored. The other 
winners, with the exception of Old Chum, also found 
extensive support. The main disappointment of the 
afternoon came in the fourth race in which House- 
maid and Stinger were beaten by Round the World. 
Housemaid might have won but for sharp interfer 
once from which she suffered when jockey T. Koer- 
ncr forced her back at tlie half mile ground when 
she was almost on equal terms with King Olympian, 
on which Koornor had the mount. The mishap cost 
her several lengths and enabled Round the World to 
lK*at her by a scant head. Stinger’s showing was so 
bad that it caused unfavorable comment. He plainly 
indicated a dislike for the going. 

Clay Bros.’ supposed crack. Buck born, graduated 
from the maiden class during the afternoon by 
winning the second race from a fairly good band. 
He showed a liking for the going and bad matters 
his own way. Old Chum, a new beginner, which 
furnished a surprise in the opener, threatened to 
Itccome unmanageable while going to the post. T. 
Rice, however, managed to keep him under control 
with the aid of one of the assistant starters until 
the start was effected. 

H. 1). Brown was among today’s visitors and de- 
parted tonight for New Orleans. His mission there 
is k» buy the City Park grandstand, which he aims 
to transfer by iKirge to Havana. Cuba. He will 
begin the work of erecting the Havana racing plant 
early in July and contemplates having it finished 
long before the opening of the racing season in the 
Cuban capital. Mr. Brown is also sanguine that 
there will be forty days of racing this winter at 
Jacksonville. Ho has been advised by eminent 
counsel tliat the recently enacted Florida anti-betting 
law is unconstitutional and he plans to test it in 
the highest courts. Concerning the track that he is 
building near Washington, I). C., Mr. Blown said 
that he has a force of over 100 builders at work 
there now and that everything will be in thorough 
readiness for the meeting, which lie contemplates 
holding on this new track during the month of 
October. A feature of this meeting will be a state 
fair to be held the last week of October. During 
the fair period the racing will be of a mixed char- 
acter. the trotters holding sway entirely during the 
last three days. There seems to be some dispute 
for the present on the date question, Pimli<*o having 
planned to use the time that Mr. Brown wants. 
The latter lias had some conference on the date mat- 
ter with the Pimlico pi*oplc and thinks that every- 
thing will be adjusts! amicably. Mr. Brown believes 
that Pimlico will begin its term of racing in the 
latter part of October, during the period that the 
trotters are racing at the new track, and run until 
the middle of November. 

Judge Charles F. Price was forced to absent him- 
self from duty today on account of illness. Assocl- 
ciate Judge Dillon officiated in bis stead, with Sec- 
retary Maginn serving as associate. Judge Price’s 
illness is not considered serious. 

Jockey McTaggart became involved in an alter- 
nation today with several of the gate tenders and 
during tin* melee was struck over the head with a 
cane. He received ji slight gash, which necessitated 
tin* canceling of bis afternoon’s engagements. Ac- 
cording to eyewitnesses McTaggart acted in a bel- 
ligerent manner. General Manager Hachmeister will 
take a hand in the affair tomorrow". 

Jockey Dale Austin, a former star rider on tracks 
in Kentucky, who lias been riding recently in Aus- 
tria. was among today’s arrivals. He reports that 
the reason for his return from Austria was due to 
the fact that nearly all the horses in the stable in 
which he was employed were on the ailing list and 
would not la* campaigned again this season. 

Jockey J. Dcavcnport returned today from Okla- 
home City where he had been riding. He attributes 
Ids return here to his failure to get along with the 
starter at the Oklahoma track. 

Jockey T. Rice, who piloted Governor Gray in the 
Hamilton Derby, returned from the Canadian track 
lids morning. “Except for the fact that the track 
was a bit cuppy on the turns. Governor Gray had no 
excuses in tin* race,” said Rice. “He was simply 
beaten by lietter horses.” Rice has been engaged 
to ride the horse in the Fort Erie Derby. He thinks 
Captain Williams will not return t lie eolt to Ken- 
tucky until after the running of the Fort Erie fix- 

t lire. 

James Gass has assumed the training of the horses 
formerly handled by James Everman pending the 
latter’s return from Hamilton. 

Rooky O’Brien is reported as having come out of 
his last race in such bad condition that he probably 
will not again Ik* a starter here. 

Edward Corrigan has decided to dispose of all his 
horses and will sell them by auction on Saturday 
next in the Latonia paddock. About four carloads 
of horses, miscellaneously owned, will be shipped 
from here to engage in the raciug at Hawthorne 
July 3 and 4. 

W. C. Weaver has disposed of his interest in the 
horses that formerly ran in his name and in future 
they will iw carded in tin* name of .T. T. Weaver 
& Co. The lot includes the speedy Lady Lightning 
and Markle M.

PRISCILLIAN EQUALS AN AMERICAN RECORD. 

Runs Three-quarters of a Mile in 1:11 in Taking 
Stake Feature of Hamilton Program. 

Hamilton, Out., June 19. — Brilliant sport was 
provided at Hamilton this afternoon. In the Went- 
worth Plato, at three-quarters of a mile, August 
Belmont’s Priscillian, an added starter, equaled the 
American record for the distance by running it in 
1:11. Priscillian was coupled with Watervale as 
the Belmont entry, and the race was merely a 
battle between trainers Whalen ami Hildreth, Pris- 
cillian being trained by the latter and Watervale by 
Whalen. The three -year-old was giving Priscillian 
two pounds in actual weight and was only beaten a 
head, so his showing was really more meritorious 
than the winner’s. Priscillian was ridden by C. II. 
Sliill iiiK and bad the inside position. When the 
break came 1 lie pair left the barrier like a team 
and they raced heads apart for the entire distance, 
first one showing in front and then th<* other. At 
tin* finish Priscillian appeared to la* going lusily, 
while Dugan was riding Watervale bard. S. C. Hil- 
dreth saddled another winner in Hampton Court, 
which made a runaway victory of tin* Hotel Royal 
Handicap. The Dundas Handicap Steeplechase went 
to Waterway, which won under wraps from Stalker. 
Dinna Ken, the only other starter, struck one of the 
wings at the first fence and this put him out of the 
struggle. The attendance was again large and 
speculation was brisk. Four favorites scored. Cam 
p«*on. winner of the first race, was Insisted $500 over 
his entered price of $700 by Willie Marlin, whose 
Rye Straw was bid up after his victory on Saturday. 

R. F. Carman bid in bis horse at $1,003. 

During the races this afternoon, a man named 
Stevens was caught sending advance information 
from a house located on the road which parallels 
the backstretch. He and a woman companion were 
arrested. The authorities claimed that the sending 
of advance information constitutes a violation of the 
Miller bill. 

Word was received at the track today of the 
death of A1 Sachse, an old-time Pinkerton officer who 
was one of the force that policed the tracks in 
Canada ami tin* west for many years. He died at 
the Huron Road Hospital in Cleveland June 12 and 
a subscription is being taken up for bis widow. 

Steeplechase jockey Harvey Boyle was suspended 
for the rest of the meeting by Steward Murphy for 
carrying Thistledale against one of the flags on 
Saturday last. Ral I). Parr came up from Maryland 
to see his Broomstick filly Annagh run in the eighth 
race. 

Lad of Langdcn. It. E. Watkins’ old campaigner, 
w’as jumped on and cut down in the race over the 
grass course on Saturday. 

It is said that the Ontario J«*rkey Club is after a 
new site for a track and that an option lias been 
obtained on land located at Ixirn Park, which is 
seven miles from Toronto. 

Jockey Steele was suspended for five days by the 
starter and Pickens for thr«*e days. Gross was 

given three days by the steward for striking at 
Pickens with his whip during tlie running of the 
seventh race.

The betting inclosure 
is a sort of round house with little windows like the 
cashiers have at Latonia. You do not sec auy bet 
ting machines. On the roof Is the totalizator, which 
constantly shows the number of tickets sold on the 
various horses in the race.”

KENTUCKY BREEDERS AWAIT DEVELOPMENTS 

Lexington, Ky., June 19. — At the thoroughbred 
nurseries and at the Kentucky Association track 
things are uncommonly quiet. The breeding seasou 
is virtually at an end and there is practically noth- 
ing doing at any of the farms save ETmendorf and 
Cftstleton. where some seventy head of yearlings are 
being prepared for shipment to England next Sat- 
urday to go under the hammer during the July sales 
al Newmarket. There will he forty from Mr. nag- 
gin’s establishment and thirty from Mr. Keene’s 
famous farm. The Keene shipment was originally 
Scheduled for last week, but there was some 
misunderstanding about space in the boat and it 
was deferred. Major Daingerfiold received the mes- 
sage of delay Wednesday afternoon and about the 
same time lie received a telegram from Hot Springs, 
Va.. announcing the critical illness of his sister, 
Mrs. Anderson, and ho hastened to her bedside and 
was present when she died Thursday night. John 
Mackey is here to superintend the loading and ship 
uient of the Ilaggiu yearlings. Mr. Mackey will go 
to England with the youngsters as will also George 
Mel la r. who has had them in charge. Superin- 
tendent Ed Kane of the Nursery Stud has had no 
intimation from August Belmont as to what dispo- 
sition he will make of the forty yearlings, the get 
of Bock Sand. Hastings and other stallions, at his 
farm. Mr. P.elmont sailed for England Wednesday 
and it is presumed that he has decided to await 
the result of the vote on the Gittins bills at Albany 
before giving any orders as to his yearlings.

Information as to the situation at Albany is meager, 
but there appears to be a general feeling hereabouts 
that the bills will pass and that with tlie removal 
of the directors’ liability the New York tracks will 
be re opened. Favorable action on the part of the 
New York Legislature will mean much to hundreds 
of Kentuckians. 

In any event, it is likely that the majority of the 
yearlings other than those* on the Elmendorf, Castle 
ion and Nursery farms will he sold by auction during 
the race meeting here in September and the prepara- 
tion of the youngsters for the sale ring will be 
begun altont July 1. While the crop is not large 
and there will be a perceptible decrease in the per 
centage of offerings, the yearlings are said to be 
of better quality as a whole than in a number of 
years. If the New York tracks are permitted to 
re-open it may be exported that the general averag 
for yearlings this year will la* nearly double that 
of Inst year, and oven if the vote at Albany is un 
favorable tlie average, it is believed, will be some 
what lietter than last year because of the superior 
quality and decreased number of those to be sold.
